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Theme park 
land sale 
scheduled for 
state action

Initial approval to sell the land 
for the $161 million theme park 
planned south of Grayling could 
come as soon as mid-August, 
along with a number of hoops 
that developers must jump 
through to complete the Jand 
deal with the state. 

The sale of 1,800 acres of 
land, located east of I-75 and 
north of Four Mile Road, is 
scheduled as an action item on 
the Natural Resources 
Commission's (NRC) Thursday, 
Aug. 14, meeting which will be 
held in Lansing. 

Patrick Crosson, a project 
manager for Axiom 
Entertainment, has proposed to 
build the Mainstreet America 
Inc. theme park on the property. 
Developers are proposing that 
the park would include roller 
coasters, a race track, a water 
park, the world's — tallest 
Christmas tree and Ferris wheel, 
a World War II aircraft carrier 
and an area where Christmas ts 
celebrated all year long. They 
said it would create 2,000 jobs, 
700 of which would be full-time

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2008 AuSable Marathon’s field 
of 76 teams sets a new record 


Seventy-six paddling teams 
began the 120-mile race from 
Grayling to Oscoda during the 
61st Weyerhaeuser AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon this past 
weekend, breaking last year’s 
record for most teams in the 
event’s history by one canoe. 

As many as 78 paddling 


teams were registered for this 
year’s AuSable Marathon, but 
two of them withdrew before 
the start of the race. Last year, 
77 teams were registered and 
75 of them started the race. 
Andrew Triebold, of Spring 
Arbor, and Steve Lajoie, of 
Mirabel, Quebec, won this 


year’s AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon by a significant mar- 
gin. They finished in 14:09:06 
— approximately 11 minutes 
short of the all-time AuSable 
Marathon record, and more 
than 23 minutes faster than this 
year’s second place team. 
Sixty-six out of the 76 teams 


that started the race reached the 
finish line at Oscoda. Ten 
teams did not finish. Some 
missed timing cutoffs, and a 
few dropped out due to injury 
or illness.

Troops complete Camp Grayling annual train

Hundreds of Michigan Army 
National Guard troops learned 
how to take the “Heat” during 
their two-week annual training 
period at Camp Grayling, prac- 
ticing emergency evacuation 
techniques from their Humvee 
battle vehicles. 

The Humvee Emergency 
Assistance Trainer (HEAT), also 
known as the Humvee 
Emergency Egress Trainer, was 
utilized at Camp Grayling for 
the first time during annual 
training. 

The simulator features a 
Humvee chassis, which was 
used on the battlefield in 
Afghanistan, with the nose and - 
rear of the vehicle removed, The 
chassis is mounted on a platform 
and is controlled by hydraulic 
motors that are capable of rotat- 
ing the chassis 180 to 360 
degrees, to simulate rollover 
accidents. 

The military has found itself 
in a classic good news-bad news 
situation with the Humvee vehi- 
cles. Since 2004, the Humvees 
have been equipped with more 
armor plating and_ bulletproof 
glass to protect soldiers from 
snipers and Improvised

Explosive Devices (IEDs), 
bombs made by terrorists from 
common hardware and house- 
hold items. But the weight of the 
vehicle, especially in the gun- 
ner’s turret, has shifted the cen- 
ter of gravity and made the 
Humvees prone to rollover 
crashes, resulting in serous 
injuries and fatalities. 

The main causes of the crash- 
es are encountering IED explo- 
sions, sudden movements on 
war torn roads or having an 
inexperienced driver behind the 
wheel, 

During the training exercises, 
the soldiers learned how to assist 
the gunner back from the turret 
position if a rollover occurs, 

“When it starts to roll, they’ve 
got to get in or they’re done for,” 
said Sgt. Mike Jeffrey, who was 
deployed for a mission to Iraq 
with the 146]st Transportation 
Company and the 1463rd 
Transportation Company in 
2005, in conjunction with a unit 
from the Kansas National 
Guard. 

Mock machine guns, ammu- 
nition cans, water bottles, sand 
and other items are in the simu- 
lator to recreate a combat scc- 
nario. The troops train to escape 
the turret position if the vehicle 
turns on its side, or to unlock 
one of the armored doors, which 
weigh over 500 Ibs., if the vehi- 
cle rolls onto its roof. 

The troops learn how to over- 
come disorientation, not to panic 
and to leverage their weight to 
safely exit the vehicle. Once out 
of the vehicle, they are trained to 
secure their position, provide 
first-aid to fellow soldiers and 
secure sensitive items and 
equipment. 

Troops are trained to evacuate 
the vehicle if they are moving 
through water or on dry land. 
They are also trained to help 
remove an injured soldier from 
the vehicle.

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“You can go through scenarios 
all day and still not hit the one 
that you will experience while in 
combat,’said Master Sgt. Ron 
Raflik, a spokesperson from the 
Michigan National Guard’s pub- 
lic affairs office. 

About 500 troops went 
(through the HEAT training exer- 
cises and also learned to deal 
with convoy operations under 
live fire conditions. 

“In the Army, we train as we 
fight,” said Sgt. Timothy 
Gregory, a HEAT trainer who 
was deployed to Iraq with the 
1461st Transportation 
Company in 2006. 

Soldiers deploying for mis- 
sions in Iraq and Afghanistan 
must go through the HEAT 
training prior to deployment. 
The U.S. Army has HEAT simv- 
lators in Kuwait, which they 
have utilized before bringing the 
training devices to stateside mil- 
itary bases, 

Prior to having the simulators, 
Jeffrey said soldiers read manu- 
als and text books on emergency 
evacuation exercises. 

“It was al} mental and there 
was no physical to it,’ Jeffrey 
said. “With this, if we get in a 
roliover, your training kicks in 
and you do what you have to 
do.” 

The bulletproof glass on the 
Humvee is capable of taking 
direct rounds from an AK-47, 
three to the side window and 
five to the front window, before 
it starts to fail. Jeffrey said he 
witnessed how the protective 
glass can take a direct hit from a 
rocket propelled grenade and 
only leave spiderweb like cracks 
on the surface. 

“It took a hit,” Jeffrey said. “It 
probably would not take a sec- 
ond hit, but by then you’re mov- 
ing out of there or shooting 
back.” 

Sergeant Mike McBride, who 
was deployed for back to back 
missions in Iraq with the 1462nd 
and 146Ist Transportation 
Companies in 2004 and 2006, 
said troops had to use makeshift 
armor before the new vehicles 
were introduced to combat. 

“It was whatever you could 
bolt to the door and sandbags on 
the floor,” McBride said. “The 
armor has come a long way in a 
short amount of time.” 

McBride said the ungraded 
Humvees have turbo diesel 
engines, better suspension and 
better transmissions, which 
allow troops to more effectively 
travel in the desert environment. 

“They’re a beast, and they can 
get up and move quite well,” he 
said. 

The vehicles are also 
equipped with air conditioning, 
allowing the troops to utilize the 
bulletproof glass for safety, fire 
suppression systems and blast 
proof rear walls to protect the 
equipment soldiers are carrying 
and reclining seats to allow sol- 
diers to comfortably travel while 
wearing protective vests and 
other gear. 

About 3,000 troops took part 
in their annual training at Camp 
Grayling, significantly down 
from typical annual training 
sessions, due to current deploy- 
ments to the war on terror. 
Troops, who have been 
deployed within the last year, 
are not required to take part in

Sergeant Ist Class Jim 
Downen, a spokesperson for the 
Michigan Department — of 


Military and Veterans Affairs 
Joint Force Headquarters, said it 
is important for all troops to 
familiarize themselves with the 
weapons. 

“When you're in combat, 
everybody needs a break, so 
everyone pitches in and helps,” 
said Downen, who has been 
deployed for two missions to 
Afghanistan. 

Downen said the troops learn 
how to stagger their shots into a 
cone of fire. 

“That puts a wall of lead 
between you and the bad guys,” 
Downen said. 

Staff Sgt. Tom Stewart, of the 
119th Field Artillery Co., said 
the troops learn how to walk 
their shots into the target and to 
quickly repair their machine 
guns with spare parts if they 
malfunction. 

“Open terrain is a machine 
gunnet’s paradise,” said Stewart, 
who was deployed for Operation 
Desert Storm and Operation 
Iraqi Freedom. “Once you’ve 
become qualified with these 
weapons, you become very

deadly.” 

Specialist Nick Thiel, of 
Grayling, volunteered to come 
to annual training despite being 


deployed with the 182nd Field 


Artillery unit for a mission in 
Iraq from 2006 to 2008. 

Thiel is preparing to return to 
Iraq to be part of a machine gun 
line. He said it is important for 
the United States to have a con- 
tinued presence in Iraq. 

“We're trying to save as many 
of them as we can, and we don’t 
want to have mass casualties at 
all,” Thiel said. 

Thiel said it is mutually bene- 
ficial for terrorist ridden coun- 
trices and the United States to 
battle the terrorists and insur- 
gents on their own turf. 

“For us to be over there, that 
stops the fight from coming to 
us,” Thiel said. 

Thie] recently moved to 
Grayling from Utica to enjoy the 
peace and quiet of a small com- 
munity between missions. After 
serving his next deployment, 
Thiel plans a third deployment 
with a unit he is currently train- 
ing with, hoping to prevent a 
soldier with more family obliga- 
lions from being away from his 
loved ones. 

“For me, it’s a personal thing 
between us soldiers,” Thiel said 
of volunteering for back-to-back 
deployments. “I would rather 
take the place of another soldier 
so he can stay home with his 
family.”

Paving projects approved for shelter, sports complex

Crawford County officials 
recently agreed to pave the park- 
ing lot for the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter and the entrance 
where the shelter and community 
sports ficlds are located, but 
stopped short of approving a 
roadway to link both projects. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, at its regular 
monthly meeting, agreed to hire 
Pyramid Paving of West Branch 
at a bid of $45,147 for the two 
paving projects. 

County officials agreed to pave 
the entrance at the former fair- 
grounds, which is home to the 
animal shelter, the Grayling 
Redskins and the Grayling Little 
League, to solve a safety issue. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo said 
that motorists leaving the proper- 
ty have had near collisions with 
cars on Old 27, since they have to 
travel up the incline on the dirt 
surface to get up to speed. 

“It was just an accident wait- 
ing to happen and we’re hoping 
that this solves a huge safety 
issue,” Compo said. 

County officials are using a 
pool of about $15,000 in United 
States Department of Agriculture 
grant funds, left over from the 
new animal shelter construction 
project, and $50,000 carmarked 
for development of the former 
fairgrounds property, for the 
project. 

The AuSabie Valley Animal 
Shelter marked its first anntver- 
sary at its new home in July, after 
operating for several years in the 


oe? ee 


dilapidated structures on the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission property. 

Officials said that paving the 
parking lot will complete the 
shelter project and help with 
maintenance of the facility. 

Sharon Priebe, chairwoman of 
the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter Board of Directors, said 
paving the parking lot helps cap 
off the shelter project and the 
paved entrance will also solve 
safety concerns, 

“This will make things much 
better for the shelter and all the 
sports leagues that go out there,” 
Priebe said, “We're very pleased 
that the county is working with 
us on this and it’s a wonderful’ 
addition to county property and 
is beneficial to atl county taxpay- 
ers.” 

Last year, Crawford County 
Commissioners renamed the fair- 
grounds property the Crawford 
County Sports Complex. 
Officials set aside $50,000, 
which was returned to the county 
after lengthy legal battles with 
the 46th Circuit Trial Court over 
paying employee benefits, to 


help develop the recreation area. 

The Crawford AuSable Youth 
Soccer Association and the 
Grayling Little League are plan- 
ning to develop more fields for 
youth on the property. 

The county board held off on 
paving additional roads until 
plans for the sports fields were 
firmed up. 

“It looks good, but we need to 
leave some money in the kitty in 
the event that we need to help 
these folks get some of these 
things going that will help them 
further develop that complex,” 
said Dave Stephenson, chairman 
of the Crawford County Board of 
Cominissioners. 

County Commissioner Mike 
Lange, who serves on a commnit- 
tee which oversees the use of the 
former fairgrounds, said that lit- 
tle league and youth soccer offi- 
cials are secking funding and 
grants for construction of fields 
in conjunction with an update of 
the county’s recreation plan. 

“They’re hoping to get their 
money from other people, but 
they still may need us for some 
seed money,” Lange said.

AGE IS A relative matter. As I 
noted in the Almanack several 
weeks ago, some foiks in their 
70s are more alert and vigorous 
than others in their 60s or 50s, 
and advancing age does not 
affect everyone in the same way. 

Calling on my own experienc- 
ing with aging, I note that many 
aging people find it difficult to 
impossible to admit to them- 
selves — much less to others — 
that somehow their capacities 
have been reduced by age, and 
they simply cannot perform 
either physical or mental activi- 
ties like they once did and think 
they still can. They don’t know 
when to step aside. 

Professional golfer John Cook 
faced this dilemma at age 50, the 
age at which golfers are eligible

for the PGA seniors tour. Mr. 
Cook recalled the last regular 
PGA tour event in which he 
played: 

“J shot two under and missed 
the cut. I was paired with two 
guys who played junior, high 
school and college golf with my 
son.

That’s when you know it’s time.”

Syndicated columnist Kathleen 
Parker, obviously upset about 
Gen. Wesley Clark’s comments 
that John McCain’s military 
experience as a navy pilot and 
Vietnam prisoner of war did not 
necessarily qualify him to be 
president, posed a different 
proposition: 

“Clark is right that getting shot 
down doesn’t qualify one to be 
commander in chief. But it is rel- 
evant to wonder with whom one 
would rather share a foxhole.”

A 21st Century G.I. Bill 


Following World War I, our 
nation’s “greatest generation” 
returned home to a remarkable 
opportunity: a G.I. Bill that fully 
-funded their college education. 
Over the years; subsequent gen- 
erations of veterans have received 
diminishing benefits. But in May, 
the U.S. Senate passed a 21st 
Century G.I. Bill to provide vet- 
erans of the post-9/11 era with 
expanded educational benefits, 
similar to those provided by the 
original G.I. Bill, which will help 
them re-enter civilian life and 
strengthen our nation. 

In these difficult economic 
times, paying for a college educa- 
tion is high up on the list of wor- 
nes, a list that is already too long.

assistance to help them pursue an

The 2lst Century G.L Bill, 
which I cosponsored, would pro- 


vide funding to any veteran who 


has served on active duty for. at 
least’ three months — since 
September 11, 2001, with 
increasing benefits for those who 
served up to 36 months or more. 
The maximum benefit would 
cover the cost of any in-state pub- 
lic schoo! tuition and fees for four 
academic years. 

Furthermore, the bill would 
establish a program under which 
colleges and universities, includ- 
ing private schools, may volun- 
tarily contribute additional 
money to veterans to make up the 
difference between what their 
school charges and what the new 
GI Bill benefits would provide. 
Under this program, the govern- 
ment would match the schools’ 
contributions dollar for dollar up 
to 50 percent of the difference. 
The bill also includes $300 per 
month in additional assistance (or 
over $10,000 over 36 months) for

3-D targets stolen from Hanson Hills

‘Staff Writer 

- The Crawford County 
‘Sheriff’s Office and the Grayling 


‘Recreation Authority are seeking 


‘tips that will lead to the arrest of 
‘thieves and the recovery of over 
‘two-dozen targets used by an 
‘archery league formed at Hanson 
‘Hills, 

* Twenty-six of 30 3-D targets 
‘used by the Northwood's 
‘Archery Club were taken from 
‘Hanson Hills earlier this month. 
"The foam targets, valued at over 
$5,000, are life-sized replicas of 
‘bears, bobcats, turkeys, antelope, 
.wild boars, rams, coyotes, deer, 
“raccoons and hyenas. 

The targets were located 
‘behind the main lodge at Hanson 
-Hills on a course where archers 
could practice their skills. 

In March, The Grayling 
Recreation Authority (GRA) and 
Northwood's Archery Club 
teamed up to help adult and 
youth archers hit their target and 
celebrate Fred Bear’s heritage in 
‘the community. 

: Norm Wood, a member of the 
Northwood's Archery Club, said 
‘volunteers spent two to three 
‘weeks cutting trees and clearing 
‘brush for the shooting lanes for 
‘the archery course. The club also 
‘added three new targets, which 
‘cost $600, to the course. 

’ “We had a nice course set up 
and was about to announce that 


it was open to the public and 
before we could get it off the 
ground, somebody came in and 
loads them up,” Wood said. 

Wood operated Northwood's 
Archery in Waters, an archery 
pro-shop which featured an 
indoor range, but closed the 
business last year due to health 
reasons. He said the theft was 
discouraging and disheartening 
and he has not returned to 
Hanson Hills since filing a 
police report on the theft. 

“We tried to do something for 
everybody to enjoy and 
overnight it’s gone ,” Wood said. 

Joni Dunckel, the program 
director for GRA, said bringing 
archery back to Hanson Hills 
was another initiative to increase 
activities and opportunities for 
youth, families and tourists at the 
community recreation area, and 
the theft gives a black eye to the 
efforts officials do with clubs 
and volunteers. 

“We're working really hard to 
bring activities out here and 
improve things for everybody to 
enjoy Hanson Hills,” Dunckel 
said. “For people to come in and 
take something like this - it sad- 
dens me,”

Libstorff said the theft is a slap 
in the face for Hanson Hills offi- 
cials, who are trying to diversify 
activities, and archery club 
members, many of whom have 
donated their own targets for the 
course.

This year’s field of 76 
teams sets a new record 


Andrew Triebold, of Spring 
Arbor, and Steve Lajoie, of 
Mirabel, Quebec, finished this 
year’s AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon in 14:09:06 — 23 min- 
utes faster than the second place 
finishers, and only 10:58 short of 
the all-time record, 

Seventy-six teams started the 
2008 Weyerhaeuser AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon — a 120- 
mile race from Grayling to 
Oscoda heid on July 26 and 27 — 
and 66 of them reached the finish 
line. This year’s field of 76 
breaks the all-time AuSable 
Marathon record for most teams, 
with the previous record of 75 
being set last year. As of the final 
cutoff on Monday, July 21, 78 
teams were registered, but two 
teams withdrew before the start 
of the race. Last year, 77 teams 


were registered and 75 started 


the race. 

Triebold and Lajoie, a team 
that also won the AuSable 
Marathon in 2004, posted the 
fourth best finish time in the 
event’s history on Sunday. The 
all-time record ~ established in 
1994 by Serge Corbin and 
Solomon Carriere - is 13:58:08. 
Triebold and Lajoie’s winning 
time of 14:09:06 in 2008 is the 
best finish time since 1999, 
when Corbin and Jeff Kolka fin- 
ished in 14:08:18, the third 
fastest time in the event’s history. 
The second fastest time on 
record is 14:04:05, which was 
established by Corbin and Kolka 
in 1996.
